The fequel of this introduction pro- 
fefits to arrange matters upon a principle of reciprocal, not par- 
tial advantage ; and when we proceed ih the articles, this ‘reci« 
procity is to take all to America, and neither give nor fecure 
uny thing to Britain, Under the colour of afcertaining a boun- 
dary, a ¢ountry larger than Europe, fertled in many parts of it, 
full of nations who are ander the alliance and protection of the 
Crown, is transferred and done away withort even the merit or 
the grace of making fo immenfe a ceflion. The coaits likewile 
are extended to twice their ancient limits, and with fo little at 
tention, that part of the land and the harbours 6f Nova Scotia, 
is within the line of the American coalt. The fifhery on. the 
shores retained by Britain, is in the next article not ceded, but 
recognized as a right inherent in the Americans, wha, though 
no longer Britith fubjects, they are to continue to enjoy unmo- 
tefled; no right on the other hand referved to Briuth fubjects 
to approach their fhores for the purpofe of fifhing in this reci- 
procal treaty. soit 

Even in the article for the ceffation of holtilities, which in 
every treaty that ever yet was made is reciprocal, the period on 
our part commences immediately ; on the part of the Ameri- 
cans, cenfifcation, profcription, imprifoument, and captures at 
fea, are not to determine tili after the ratification in America 
of the Definitive ‘Treaty. 

The articles refpecting debts and private rights are conceived 
in terms totally different from other treaties: —Why the plain 
and ufual language was dropped, and the articles penned in 
terms Xotally unintelligible, it is difficult to conceive, unlefs 
it was, that the engagement on one fide fhould have no effea, 
which’ will not feem am unreafonable fufpicion to any one who 
confiders the frame of the fifth article. 

That article thas excited a general and juft indignation. For 
what .purpofe could it have been inferted ?. Thofe whom it 
pretends to favour reecive no benefit from it; for what is the 
purport of a recommendation? But to thof- the moft en- 
titled to our regard, the brave and unhappy men, who have not 
only -given up their property, but expofed their lives in our 
caufe, the difting&tion admitted to their prejudice is cruel and 
injuridus indeed.
